| ARE DISCUSSED | 








Miss Helen Losavitch Makes Plea| 
For Relief of Stricken | 
Allies. 


Miss Helen Losavitch was the guest | 


of Miss Hurlbatt at lunch yesteïday 


at the R. V. C. She is the daughter of | 
Prof. Losanitch, of the University of | 
Belgrade, former Serbian Minister to| 
London, Her mission here is to bring 
before Canadians the special needs of 
Serbia at this time. The epidemic of| 
typhus there has been suppressed, and 
an outbreak of cholera prevented, But 
the time has come for reconstructive 
work, and the most important part of 
that work is the care of the many chil- 
dren made orphans by the war and the 
fever. The number of orphans in Ser- 
bia was estimated two months ago as 
over 5,000, and from later reports it 
seems that the figure will prove ww be 
considerably higher, The Serbian 
Agiicultuiai Kelief Corsuittee of 
America hopes that an ol pnanage may 
be founded where the children can be 
taught the rudiments of scientific agri- 
culture and domestic science, so that 


themselves, but also to improve the 
agricultural condition of the country, 
The present plan is to obtain a grant 
of the use of the buildings of one of 
the famous old Serbian monasteries, 
Many such monasterles exist which 
are practically unused, and as these 
monasteries have many thousands of 
acres of land and are generally situat- 
ed high in the hills and in beautiful 
and fertile districts, the care of the 
orphans there could be carried on eco- 
nomically and satisfactorily on the 
lines indicated,

“At every turn you hear discussed 
the problem of the children, and it has 
many aspects, It is not only how to 
fo keep them alive, but how to keep 
them good. With the lack of over- 
sight and the disorder of the commun- 
ity, we are afraid many of them will 
grow up beggars and delinquents. 

“Do you know, I have an idea to 
suggest. What do you think, would 
you be able to interest somebody in 
America who would realize the needs 
and the urgency of this particular 
problem? Could you induce them to 
organize an orphanage?” 

Miss Losanitch came to America for 
this purpose, and has succeeded in col- 
lecting about $120,000. Yesterday 
afternoon, at the _ Ritz-Carlton, sne 
spoke before the Women's Canadian 
Club, of which Miss Hurlbatt is the 
president, and caused her audience to 
appreciate the really dreadful condi- 
tion of affairs in Serbia. On Sunday 
afternoon Miss Losanitch speaks to the 
Students at Macdonald College.

Moor, who was a graduate tn 
Arts of the University of Cambridge, 
entered third-year civil engineering at 
McGill in the fall of 1913, and upon 
completing his studies at the close of 
that session joined the 3rd Battalion, 
Hampshire Regiment, as second lieu- 
tenant. The 3rd was a reserve batta- 
lion, supplying reinforcinig drafts to 
the 1st Battalion at the front, and 
Lieut. Moor during the interval acted 
as signalling officer, training officers 
and men in this branch of the service 
at Albany Barracks, Parkhurst, Isle of 


riving there, and Was invalided to 
‘Heliopolis in Egypt, where he re- 
mained until his health had been re- 
stored. Curiously enough, Mr. Moor 
‘had in England taken up the study of 
Egyptian hleroglyphics as a hboby, 
|but had never had the opportunity of 
‘actually seeing these Inscriptions in 
| Egypt, until through the fortunes of 
‘war he was sent to the hospital at 
| Heliopolis. 
| Immediately upon his recovery, Mr. | 
| Moor returned to the Dardanelles and 
took part with his regiment in an as- 
 sault upon the Turkish positions. He 
reached the actual parapet of the | 
Turkish trench, but was there killed | 
instantly. Mr. Moor will be remem- 
bered by the students of Science '15 as!

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SERBIA'S NEEDS 
ARE DISCUSSED 


Miss Helen Losavitch Makes Plea 
For Relief of Stricken |

Allies, 


Miss Helen Losavitch was the guest | 
of Miss Hurlbatt at lunch yesterday | 


at the R. V, C. She Is the daughter of 
Prof. Losanitch, of the University of 
Belgrade, former Serbian Minister to 
London. Her mission here is to bring 
before Canadians the special needs of 
Serbia at this time. The epidemic of 
typhus there has been suppressed, and 
an outbreak of cholera prevented. But 
the time has come for reconstructive 
work, and the most important part of 
that work is the care of the many chil- 
dren made orphans by the war and the 
fever. The number of orphans in Ser- 
bia was estimated two months ago as 
over 5,000, and from later reports it 
seems that the figure will prove to be 
considerably higher. The Serbian 
Agiicultiai elief Corimittee of 
America nopes that an olpnanage may 
be founded where the children can be 
taught the rudiments of scientific agri- 
culture and domestic science, so that 
they will not only be able to support 
themselves, but also to improve the 
agricultural condition of the country. 
The present plan is to obtain a grant 
of the use of the buildings of one of 
the famous old Serbian monasteries. 
Many such monasteries exist which 


are practically unused, and as these. 


monasteries have many thousands of 
acres of land and are generally situat- 


ed high in the hills and in beautiful | 


and fertile districts, the care of the 
orphans there could be carried on eco- 
nomically and satisfactorily on the 
lines indicated. 


The followinig is a copy of a letter 
from Madame Marincovitch, wife of 
the Serbian Minister of Agriculture, to 
Miss Losavitch: 


“TI enclose a letter from the Serblan 
Council of Women, who ask you to 
help them in their orphanage. The 
Monastery of St. Stephen has been as- 
signed to them, and they are prepar- 
ing it as fast as possible, but you can 
see from their report that they need 
funds. M. Bope, the French Minister, 
spoke to Marin about a project for a 
French orphanage of about 109 chil- 
dren, They have raised in France 
100,000 francs through the initiative of 
Madame Sarah Bernhardt. 


“At every turn you hear discussed 
the problem of the children, and it has 
many aspects. It is not only how to 
to keep them alive, but how to keep 
them good. With the lack of over- 
sight and the disorder of the commun- 
ity, we are afraid many of them will 
grow up beggars and delinquents. 


“Do you know, I have an idea to 
suggest. What do you think, would 
you be able to interest somebody in 
America who would realize the needs 
and the urgency of this particular 
problem? Could you induce them to 
organize an orphanage?” 


Miss Losanitch came to America for 
this purpose, and has succeeded in col- 
lecting about $130,000. Yesterday 
afternoon, at the Ritz-Carlton, sne 
spoke before the Women's Canadian 
Club, of which Miss Hurlbatt is the 
president, and caused her audience to 
appreciate the really dreadful condi- 
tion of affairs in Serbia. On Sunday
